LONDON', Feb. '27.—A despatch from 


Limerick says an armed party attacked 
a fanner's 
bouse in Feacle, 
County 


Clare, yesterday, and shot tho farmer 
through the legs, stabbed one of his sons 
in the bead, and shot another son dead. 


DUBLIN, Feb. 27.—A proclamation has

A further reward of .t'400 is

not eager to nurse these men at the risk 
of their health. Wait Whitnifm uu«red 
his services and they were accepted. His 
assiduous care for these men brought on 
a disease—thought to be a form of blood 
poisoning—from the effects of which he 
became dangerously ill, and with the final 
result of u partial paralysis, which, to this 
day, cripples him. In the very prime of 
life he was stricken with an incurable 
disease, ihe result of as .patriotic and as 
courageous an act as any performed on 
the battlefield.

JERUSALEM. 


Everybody knows tho general aspect 


of Jerusalem now. 
Ordnance surveys, 


societies for exploration. Sunday school 
teachers, 
aud artistic 
friends 
have 


brought pictures of it for those of us who 
live in these most remote corners; .Jeru- 
salem itself, be it remembered, being in 
tlio "middle of the world." Indued, such 
is the ease of travel now, fliat it is safe 
lo take for granted, in any considerable 
assembly, tlmt some one is present who 
has walked in the streets of Jerusalem, 
Ims seen tho Jews weeping by its walls, 
aud cau describe from personal reineni- 
brimco the Mosque of Omar. 


This general aspect helps us in forming 


an idea of what it looked like eighteen 
hundred and fifty years ago,—of which, 
by misfortune, there is no dbseription. Of 
the temple and its gloriea, as all readers 
know, there is very full description; but 
tho indifference of the ancients- to the 
picturesque, and 
even to topography, 


leaves us to construct for ourselves the 
Jerusalem of the gospel time. 
HUH, the 


slopes of the hills :tvc there: the olive- 
trees and the anemones and the cycla- 
mens, with the rest of the spring vegeta- 
tion are there. The wood hay be.en de- 
stroyed from the country generally by 
the ravages of Islam and Islam's wars. 
Hut the neighborhood of a city ns large 
as Jerusalem was then is never heavily 
wooded. 
Tho population of the city it- 


self was then six or eight times what it is 
now. ' Such a population requires dili- 
gent f tinning and. market gardening in 
the neighborhood. 
So tlmt "it is probable 


that 
the 
country 
around hud more 


farm 
houses 
and 
hamlets 
and 


other 
aspects 
of 
habitation 
than 


it has now. 
But, making sucli allowances 


for changes, the traveler today has a 
right to fee! Umt he looks on much such a 
landscape as the traveler coming down to 
Jerusalem from Jericho saw in the ihiysuf 
Jesus Christ. A New Englander some- 
times catches a bit of landscape in his 
own region which reminds him, if the 
conditions of sky and .climate are right, 
of these rounded hills and rounded olive- 
trees and closer olive orchards. 
I have a 


photograph of a piece of "hill conn try" 
near JeriiRalem which may easily be mis- 
taken for a. home scene in northern Middle-' 
sex or southern New Hampshire. You 
have only to select a bit of rolling conn 
try, well covered wifu orchards, without 
New England houses, forests, evergreens, 
or pines, but with a fair share of stone 
walls, photograph it, and place the pic- 
ture in your portfolio, between a view of 
Jaffa aud one of the Dead Sea, and even 
an experienced pilgrim would take it. up 
and say, "And tin's is somewhere near 
Jerusalem." 


The city was built so long ago that no- 


body knows when. It is on the crest 
line between the wafers of the Dead Hea 
valley and those which flow into the 
Mediterranean. 
The hills on which it 


stands were abrupt enough to make an 
admirable fortress; what lias been Raid 
of rounded slopes does not apply to them. 
Fortress it was in the days of the Jebu- 
sites, when David took it. 
After his 


time it assumed the state aud importance 
of a capital. 
And this was no little state 


and importance when it meant a capital 
to which "the tribes conic up throe times 
a year." 
Joscphus says—in what is 


probably an unintentional exaggeration— 
that ftt the time of tlie Passover a million 
and a quarter people assembled in it, or 
in tents around it. 
Even if this is not 


(rue, it gives an idea of what an intelli- 
gent man thought true in times immedi- 
ately after Christ's visits to tho city. 


It is not so much a matter of regrel 


that we have not tho physici.l picture of 
Jerusalem of that day, au wo have from 
the Gospels and from many other writ- 
ings of those times, good glimpses of so- 
cial order there, and of men's habits of 
life. 
All this recent delving into Iho Tal- 


mud and kindred writings, which hud 
(aught 
soine.lhing oven to 
superficial 


readers, gives local color for any picture, 
of gospel thnen. Aud all tho photography 
iu the world would never help us to any 
knowledge of Jerusalem as. it was then,— 
though we had per.1* pec lives of Herod's 
temple, and elevations by ITerod'n archi- 
tects—unless we could make voal (lunnoml
